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In the Introduction to the Vestry Minute Book of St. 
Bartholomew by the Exchange, which I printed four years 
ago, I dealt with most of the matters contained in that book 
which seemed of special interest in the history of the parish, 
so that it will not be necessary to repeat the story« I am 
now printing the earliest existing Account Books. 

These books, which extend from the year 1596 to 1698, 
necessarily deal with a great many matters not referred to in 
the Minute Books. To some of these I should like to draw 
attention. 

In some respects a parish Account Book is a more in- 
teresting document than a vestry Minute Book. The Account 
Book miist tell the truth ; the sole object of it is to record 
the sums paid by the Churchwarden in his year of office, in 
order that he might obtain a discharge from the Auditors 
appointed by the parish to examine and pass his accounts. 

The Auditors did not always do this. In some in- 
stances they considered the sums disbursed unauthorized, in 
which case they disallowed them ; in other cases they con- 
sidered some of the items to have been charged to the wrong 
account 

In this way the Account Book of necessity accurately 
represents everything upon which during the year the parish 
money was expended, and it therefore happens that historical 
events are recorded, not from any interest which the Church- 
warden attached to them, but because they necessitated the 
disbursement of the parish money. 

King James's colonization of Virginia, the coming of age 
of ELing Charles the First, the putting up of the Communion 
rails in the City, the subsequent taking of them down, the 
imprisonment of Mr. Cawton for praying for King Charles the 



Second after the murder of King Charles the First, the alter- 
ation of the Ward Mace during the Commonwealth, and the 
subsequent re-alteration on the accession of King Charles the 
Second, are facts duly recorded, not because of any interest the 
Churchwardens took in them, but because they necessitated 
certain payments out of the parish funds. 

It was also the practice in this parish for the incoming 
senior Churchwarden to give a discharge to the outgoing 
senior Churchwarden, not only for the parish stock and funds, 
but also for all the parish property, including the Commu- 
nion plate, so this necessitated a list being made every year 
of everything the parish possessed. 

This is a very interesting and instructive feature in the 
book which does not appear — at all events, in this manner — 
usually in account books. It also enables one to learn what 
was considered necessary for a church at different times. 

From the first list we learn that the Account Book now 
printed was not the first book, but that there was an earlier 
book, which was unfortunately lost about the year 1611. 

With these words of explanation I propose to give a few 
examples of the subjects mentioned in this book, premising 
that a description of the contents of an account book must 
be discursive and disconnected. 

The volume of which this is a transcript contains two 
Account Books of the Parish of St. Bartholomew by the 
Exchange, now bound into one. 

The title-page of the first of these books describes it as 
"The Booke of the Church accomptes of St. Bartholomewes 
the litell nere the royall Excange Bowght the 21st day of 
January in 1598." The book was at once brought into use. 
The last entry in this book is dated 20th June, 1680. 
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The second book commences with the year 1681, and ends 
with the year 1698, It has no title-page; but the first entry 
is ** An account of nloneys received and pai*l as Churchwarden 
of the Parish of St. Bartholomew Exchange." 

It is to be noticed that the first book is called the Book 
of the Church Accounts, but, as might be expected, it con- 
tains entries of every sort of matter relating to the parish, 
the church at that time being the centre of both ecclesiastical 
and civil parochial life. 

Some matters relating to the Ward of Broad Street, in 
which the parish is situated, also find their way into the book, 
but only because the ward^mote inquest called upon the 
parish to contribute to certain expenses which I suppose would 
not be covered by the ward rate. 

In both books the matters relating to the Church Account, 
including the general purposes of the parish, are kept more 
or less distinct from those which relate exclusively to the 
poor of the parish. 

Each years account is fairly written out, sometimes in 
the handwriting of the Churchwarden, but generally copied 
by some clerk or scrivener. There is a quittanc3 at the 
end, which is signed by the Auditors. 

The items of receipt are very miscellaneous, including the 
interest on the parish stock, fees for licences for eating flesh 
ill Lent, collections for maimed soldiers and for the poor. On 
the payment side there are the usual payments for carrying 
on the business of a parish. Tliey include repairs of the 
cljurch and provision for the maintenance of the services and 
the parish lectures, payments at the Archdeacon's visitations, 
for answering Articles, for dinners nt the Bishop's visitation, 
and for holly for decorating the church at Christmas, for 
flowers at Easter, and herbs for Good Friday, for apprenticing 
of parish children, for the support and maintenance of the 
poor, aged, and sick, for a whipping-post for vagrants, and for 
plentifully using it, and for ringing the bells on the royal 
birthdays and holy days. 

The price of the book is duly entered in the first years 
account at 4s. Sd„ and also the price of the parchment register- 
book for christenings, burials, ami weddings, and the sum paid for 
writing it up. The register-book cost 25«. 6d., the writing 205. 

This marks the date of the copying the paper records of 
births, deaths, and marriages into the parchment book. The 
copying was generally done by a scrivener or his clerk ; and 
I remember a curious deduction a clergyman, no lover of 
the Reformation, made from seeing the inferiority in many 
cases of the writing in the register-books after this date. He 
came to the conclusion that there was a general decay of 
education upon the change in the religion, which took effect 
on the death of those who had been educated in the Old Faith. 
I had to undeceive him, but he did not accept my explanation 
gratefully. 



Some of the items are amusing as well as instructive, and 
show that in some respects the world has not much changed. 

In the first year 20c?. was paid for the relief of a poor 
man who fell sick in the Royal Exchange, who had "aqua 
vitee" given him, and three poor women to look after him. 

In the early years there are constant entries of payments 
for whipping men at the post The price for this varies from 
4(2. to Qd, 

Women also were whipped. 

In 1601 three women were whipped on the same day, and 
then each had a pass given her to go to her destination. The 
two first, Jane and Anne Brown, went to Norwich, and on 
their whipping and their pass the parish spent 12,d, 

Gillian Anderson of Newcastle, a merchant's daughter, was 
whipped on the same day, and on her pass and whipping the 
parish spent 6d 

In 1602 the constables' account for passports and whipping 
the vagrant poor amounted to 4«. Qd. 

In each year throughout the first volume there is a list 
made of the parish goods. In the second volume this practice 
is discontinued. 

At the commencement of the book the church plate con- 
sisted of two Communion Cups of silver gilt, two patens of 
silver gilt, and two pewter pots to fetch wine in, and various 
other small things. From subsequent entries it is seen that 
the silver plate weighed 65 ounces. The two pewter pots are 
described as being the " one of a gallon, the other of a pottle." 

The yearly perambulation of the parish on Ascension Day is 
duly recorded, though tlie operation is called by different names. 

A breakfast was given to the parishioners who went about 
this business. It is sometimes called " the ambulation," and 
sometimes **the cyrcuyte of the parish," or "the circuit of 
the bounds of the parish." The breakfast cost 5s. 

Poyntes were given to boyes " to remember the bounds." 

Year by year the poor parishioners were all named and 
the sums allowed to them fixed, and they had badges given 
to them to wear. 

These badges were made of pewter, and they had the 
letter P stamped upon them, nnd the pensioner's name. 

There is frequent reference to the bells, and particularly 
the Sanctus Bell, which is called generally the Sanse Bell, and 
which hung by itself, and was constantly needing repair. 

The parish had also a pump for the supply of water which 
was a source of constant expense. At a later time the parish 
was supplied with river water. 

In the year 1601 the parish bought an hour-glass for the 
church. In the monitions to the cler^jy respecting tlie services 
at the Plague time, it was ordered that there was to be only 
one sermon at a service, and that not over long — not above 
an hour — and it is not unlikely that there was some hope of 
curtailing the sermons to this comparatively short length. It 
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is probable that the hour-glass may have been provided with 
this object. 

The fii-st entry of a payment for the bread and wine for 
the Communion relates to a period from the 25th December, 
1601, to the 29th September, 1602 ; the sum spent was 28«. 4d. 
From that date and until the 26th April, 1603, the sum spent 

was 26& Id. 

There is an interesting entry at this period on this subject : 

" That hereafter the monye payable for all bread and wyne used 
at the Communions shall not any moi*e be payde out of the 
offringe or oblation monye collected of the communycantes for 
that yt properlye belongoth to the poore and therefore we do 
require that the parishioners will take order otherwise how 
to levye mony to defray this and the former charges." 

This entry was consequent upon the passing of the Poor 
Law Act of the 42 Elizabeth. It marks the first step in 
the struggle which lasted for twenty years or so throughout tlie 
City, and was finaUy decided by the Law Courts. The 
parishioners claimed, under the provisions of the rubric then 
in force, that all the offertory money was applicable in reduction 
of the poor rate. This was not to be wondered at, seeing how 
complete at that time was the connection between the parish 
and the Church. 

When Queen Elizabeth died, there is a payment for setting 
the Queen's Arms in paper in a crest. I suppose making a 
species of achievement or hatchment. 

The advent of King James put the parish to some cost. 
Four new Prayer-books were purchased for the church, and 
the bells were rung on his coronation day, and also when he was 
proclaimed. It was also the custom to ring on St. James's Day. 

There is an entry in the parish list of goods which shows 
that there had been rails which stood about the Communion 
table. Whether these were altar-rails or part of a screen round 
the Chancel is not clear. They are mentioned in the list of 
goods for several years in such a way as to show that they 
had been removed, but I see no charge for this. They drop 
out of the lists in 1610. 

In 1605, in addition to the ringing of the Bells on St. 
James's Day and Coronation Day, they were rung "for the 
King's deliverance, the 5th of November." 

In the same year seven cats were token out of the Church- 
yard at two several times. 

In the year 1607, among the charges is one for "9 gallons 
*' and a quart of wine and a dozen and a half of bread which 
" were spent at the several communions by the communicants 
'* in this parish in one whole year ending at Easter." 

These appear to have been paid for by a separate collection 
made by the clerk among the parishioners, in consequence 
of the order above referred to. 

In 1608 there is an entry of a payment for the " ayde to 



make the King's eldest son a Knight." This payment was 
made in respect of the houses that the parish owned at the 
foot of London Bridge. The amount paid was 6«. 

In the year 1610 a new Communion table of walnut wood 
was built. 

The entries of the succeeding years show that eleven dofjs 
were killed in one year at a cost of Is. lOd. in all, or twopence 
for each dog. It also appears that it was the habit to have 
herbs and flowers in the church on Good Friday. 

In the year 1615 the monumental brasses hail been moved 
in the aisles, and were laid down again. This cost 3s. lOd. In 
the same year there is an entry, " Imprimis given to two poor 
Turks turned Christian." At the end of the account for the 
year there is a memorandum " that whereas there ys charged 
gyven to two poore turks which should not be here set doune 
2s.** This amount is one of several other items which were 
disallowed at the end of the year by the Auditors. 

In the year 1616 there is an interesting entry in the list 
of parish goods. For years past there had been an entry of 
a pulpit cloth of cloth of gold. In this list, for the first time, 
a second pulpit cloth is added as 'one pulpit cloth of an old 
cope." There is no charge for acquiring this, and I suppose 
there had been an old cope, which was then adapted. This 
article continues in the lists for three years, and then drops out. 

In the year 1618, among the list of goods for the first time 
appear together with the two Communion cups of silver gilt : 
" Twoo fayre silver potts or flaggons wliyte with covers waying 
one hundreth seaven ounces and a quarter." 

In the year 1619 there is an entry of a payment for children 
sent to Virginia, 145. 3d. 

In the same year there is an entry of a gilder for gilding 
the Communion trenchers, Is. 6d. 

I do not know what these trenchers were ; they never appear 
in the list as trenchers. 

In the same year there appear, after several years' disappear- 
ance, " towe patens," but it is clear that these had been always 
included in the weight of the two Communion cups, and were 
probably covers for the cups as well as patens. 

The weight is always the same, 65 oz. and a quarter, and 
the addition of the words " towe patens " makes no addition to 
the weight of the plate. In 1626 the weight is increased ; the 
description is two Communion cups with covers of silver and 
gilt and plates weighing 81 oz. ; the description of the plates 
is the same as in several previous years, and there is nothing 
to show how the increased weight was arrived at. 

In the year 1631 there appear ** two wooding plates" "for 
the two silver flagons to stand on," but whether those were 
** the trenchers " I do not know. They continue in the list of 
the parish goods until they were lost in the Fire of London. 

In 1620 a collection was made for repairing the church. 
The total sum gathered appears to have been £235. 
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It would appear that seven poands of this was paid to 
the Upholsterer for his work to my Lord Mayor's pew and my 
Lady Mayoress' pew, but there is no account of a sword-rest 
and the attendant beasts as appears in the adjoining parish 
of St. Christopher, when the Alderman became liOrd Mayor. 

The workmen who decorated my Lord Mayor's pew had 
drinking money for their breakfast given them. 

In this year 1620 there is another entry of the payment 
made on account of one hundred children to be sent into 
Virginia. The amount paid was IGa. Sd, 

This entry appears several times, and in 1630 the parish 
purchased a book called ** Whitbournes discoveries in New- 
foundland." 

In the year 1622 there is a charge for rosemary and bays 
for the church. 

In the year 1633 will be found the entries which I have 
mentioned in the Introduction to the Vestry Minute Book, 
for making the Altar Bails, including the expense of the 
Faculty. 

In the same year the Master of the Ships' Carpenters of 
the East India Company looked at the roof of the church, 
and he 8£d his men were paid £1 for their trouble. As a 
fact they condemned the roof, and it had to be rebuilt. 

In 1634 there is a curious entry under date the Ist of 
October, "for a boxe Rose cakes and sweet powder to keep 
the Church linen in." It is to be wished that some of the 
Churchwardens or the Clergy followed that plan now. 

In the same year a child was found on Whitsun Eve at 
night The child was christened Mary Throgmorton, and it 
lived about six months. The parish christened it, and there is 
the following entry. 

'* Given to the Gossips that christned the said foimdling on the 3d 
June which were widow Butler and her sons wife godmothers 
and Bartholomewe Tedder Godfather one shilling." 

I draw attention to the correct use of the word " gossip." 
In the year 1637 there is an entry of £2 3a. 6d. paid for 
bread and wine for communions, viz., November 2nd, December 
2nd and 25th, January 6th, February 4th, March 4th, 18th, 
and 25th. Tlie 18th March was Palm Sunday, and this illus- 
trates the custom wl ich appears from other sources to have 
been common in London of administering the Holy Communion 
on Palm Sunday. 

In this same year the parishioners determined to put a 
ship as a vane upon their church, like the vane of St. Mildred's, 
Poultry. 

This ship was gilt. The ship cost £3 10s. Od., gilding it 
cost £1 158,f and taking down the old vane and putting up 
the new one cost 13s. 4(2. more. 

In 1639 one of the parish pensioners named Widow 
Yamham got excommunicated for abusing her daughter. The 



parish paid the expenses of having the excommunication taken 
o£f, which cost them eight shillings. 

In the same year the fact of the King's journey to York is 
duly recorded by the purchase of a prayer for His Majesty. 
It cost the parish Is. 

The Churchwarden also got committed to prison for some 
questions relating to the collection or distribution of the poor's 
money. It is not mentioned in the Minute Book, and it is 
not clear what his offence was, as it is only called " concerning 
the poores money," but it cost the parish 15s. 4rf. 

In the next year is an entry of a payment to the " Ringers 
for joy of the tryannuall parliament" 

In 1642 there is a charge for the receipt for the money 
that was raised by an Order from the Parliament This was 
the celebrated collection made after the Battle of Edgehill, 
or Eineton Field as it was then called. 

There is a very curious entry in the same year. The parish 
had agreed to find £10 a year for a reader, and I suppose Dr. 
Grant must have engaged one Ezekiel Roberts to read. The 
entry is as followf 



*' Paid for Dr. Grant which I did in gage myself for when Ezechiell 
Roberts arrested him for 5 pounds dew to him for reading 
service in the church six months but because I find no presedent 
in the like case I refer myself herein £3 10s. Od, 

It would appear from this Jthat the parish left the Church- 
warden to find the money, and he' charged the parish 
with it 

In the next two years there are entries for taking down 
the newly put up altar rails and converting them ioto pews, 
for taking the letters I. H. S. out of the pulpit cloth, and for 
erasing out of the inscriptions to the brass monuments the 
words " pray for the soul " and the like, and for carrying bread 
and cheese to the artillery — this latter probably at the King's 
coming to Brentford. 

The solemn league and covenant was engrossed on parch- 
ment and framed and kept in the Yestry. It is always called 
** the Sacred covenant" At the same time the agreement with 
Dr. Grant for practically vacating the living was also engrossed. 

The " pest man " appears from time to time rather in the 
light of a physician. He seems to have attended people visited 
with the plague when they could not be taken to the pest- 
house. There are also charges for warding the visited houses. 

In 1647, notwithstanding the introduction of the directory, 
the children had points and a dinner on Ascension Day, 
which was still called Holy Thursday. 

At the same time Captain Yenner was paid 10s. for " the 
classis" and Captain Jones for stamps to make tokens which 
were to be given to those who received the Holy Communion. 
The oath and covenant was also framed at this time. 

For the preparation sermon, which was a sermon preached 
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on the Saturday before the first Sunday in the month to 
warn the parishioners of the Holy Communion which was to 
be administered on the following day, the parishioners prepared 
themselves by a visit to the Ship Tavern, which cost them 6«. 

In 1651 the parish poor children were sent out to board in the 
country to Hounslow, Ware, and Hertford. The Churchwardens' 
charges for horse-hire and horse-meat to see the parish children 
was £3 8s. Orf. 

In 1651 the King's Arms were taken down and the letter 
" J '* was put in instead of the letter " C," in the place where 
the letters " C" and "R" had appeared. 

In the Introduction to the Vestry Minute Book I have 
given a full account of the arrangement between Dr. Grant, 
the Rector, and Mr. Cawton, by which the latter discharged 
the duty of Rector of the Parish, and the payments made to 
Dr. Grant under it. 

Mr. Cawton's movements are duly noted by payments. Tlie 
time when he was in prison is referred to, and his flight into 
Holland and final disappearance from the parish. 

Among more purely parochial matters it seems that the 
parish was very much troubled with a widow of the name 
of Conway, who had two if not more children, she herself and 
the children being chargeable to the parish. 

In 1653 the parish got exasperated, and among the Church- 
warden's accounts is the following entry : — " Paid and spent 
about that wicked woman Conway, £2 35. 3fZ"; and later on, 
"Paid and given to the party Conway to clear herself of the 
Parish for ever." 

In the same year Dr. Grant's burial is duly recorded ; it 
cost the parish £10. 

After Mr. Cawton's departure Mr. Hall had been elected 
the minister of the parish under an arrangement with Dr. Grant 
similar to that by which Mr. Cawton had been appointed. With 
Dr. Grant's death this arrangement came to an end, and the 
parishioners petitioned the Lord Protector for a minister of their 
own choice. There are charges for this, and the going to and 
from the Protector to present the petition cost £2 45. 0^/. 

The petition came to nothing. 

At this time the parish pensioners lived in a house which 
was kept in repair by the parish, and there are frequent entries 
about this. 

The Protector Oliver seems to have continued a supply of 
coals to the parish for the use of the poor which had formerly 
been given by the King, and which, after the King's death, were 
still supplied under the name of the "Kingdom's Coles," and, 
in the Protector's time, *' Coles from the Protector." 

In every case the entry is for the disbursement of money 
for shooting the coals. The principal object was to record the 
expense of shooting. The fact that the coals came from the 
" King," the " Kingdom," or " The Protector " was a mere detail, 
but it was duly recorded. 



In 1659 there is a bill for sending a pensioner to Bedlam. 
When at Bedlam the pensioner was maintained at the expense 
of the parish. The sending the pensioner there, including " a 
Bedlam gown, petticoats, waistcoat, &c.," cost £11. 

The old and new jostle each other very closely. In the 
same year Mr. Robert Turner made a new frame for the 
" Sanctus bell," called in the account books sometimes the 
Saintes Bell, sometimes the Sance Bell, and sometimes the 
Sans Bell, and ironwork for that and the rest of the Bells. 
The payment for this was £2 25. M. Tlie next entry shows 
that one of the first occasions on which the Bell was used 
was when General Monk came with his army into the City. 

In the same year there is an entry about the reparation of the 
Capel Chapel, which was to be done at the expense of Lord Capel. 

The quarrel between Mr. Loder and the parish, arising 
out of his claiming the Rectory of which I have given the 
full history in the Introduction to the Minute Book, also 
finds its place in the accounts, and the items afford a clue to 
the cause of the success of the parish. 

In the year 1660 there are, as is natural, charges for ringers 
on the 8th May, the King being then proclaimed ; and also for 
ringers pnd bonfires at the King's restoration, which cost the 
parish £1 4s. Od, 

In 1d52 the Ward Mace of Broad Sweet Ward had been 
altered, so as to suit a Commonwealth. For this the parish had 
to pay their quota to the ward inquest, which amounted to 
13 shillings. 

After King Charles the Second's accession, it was necessary 
to alter the Mace again, and the parish was again taxed by the 
Foreman of the Ward Mote Inquest to supply the funds for its 
proportion of the cost. Unfortunately the tax extended to other 
matters than " altering the Mace," so that I cannot tell whether 
royalty was more costly than republicanism in this respect. 

In the year 1661 there are these three items. 

**For a poore gentellman Sir Henry Cavendich found sicke and 
weacke in the street for foods portars necessaryes and 
acspenses ... ... ... ... ... 4^. 6</.*' 

"To do a coffin sheet shift cap serchers bread and beere for the 
buriall ... ... ... ... ... \^s. Orf." 

" To the Reader clarcke and Sexton charges for bill ... 10«. 0(/.'* 

One may be at liberty to speculate who this poor gentleman 
was. Some neglected cavalier, I dare say. 

The rising of the Fifth Monarchy men is also duly recorded, 
because the parish in which one of these men was killed liad 
to go to the Coroner and the Lieutenancy about '* the burial 
and other charges of the man slain when the rising was." This 
cost the parish I65. 

In 1602 Lord Capel's connection with the Capel Chapel 
is again mentioned, and he also had 7s. 6^/. spent upon him 
at the Ship. 
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In 1663 there is a delightful entry by the senior Church- 
warden : " Paid or spent for many meetings about the parish 
business the particulars of which are too large to mention, 
£3 7s. Sd." 

In the year 1665 there are, as is not unnatural, several 
entries respecting the houses which were shut up, being visited 
with the Plague, and for the searchers and bearers for the 
dead ; but there are two entries in respect of which one would 
like to have more particulars. The first one is, " Paid Captain 
Savage that he dispensed to nurses and visited people in the 
late sad contagion and other just occasions as in the book of 
his particularly appears £43 17s/' The second one, "Paid Mr. 
Lewis for the burying of the poor and infected persons, the 
Minister his own sextons and searchers dues as per his account 
appears £8 lis. 2d." 

The book and the account mentioned in these entries 
are not now forthcoming. 

The Fire of London in the following year is only men- 
tioned in so far as it is necessary to explain the disbursement, 
and in one case the non-receipt of a certain sum of money. 
In the latter case there is the following entry : '* Memorandum : 
there should have been received of Mr. Bramley*s gift for the 
year 1666 £4 5s. 3d, but by means of the late dreadful fire 
I could receive no more than £3 2s. as above." 

In the Fire one of the bells was lost, and the entry in 
respect of this is as follows : — 

" Paid upon the enquiry and search of one of the Bells £2 15s." 

A good many interesting items of Church property were 
also lost at the same time, including the two plates of wood 
or trenchers which I have before mentioned, and which no 
longer find a place in the parish accounts. 

Of the rest the most notable articles lost were a book of 
statutes, Stowe's ' Survey of London' and a ' Book of Homilies,' 
* Erasmus' Paraphrases,' Bishop Jewel's works, and a table of 
the parson's and clerk's duties. The Parish Register, the 
Account and Vestry Minute Books were all saved. 

In 1672-73 the rubbish was carried away from the church, 
and immediately the repairing of it — for it was in point of 
fact more a repairing than a rebuilding — began. Dr. Wren 
was visited twice in this year, and the parish tried to find 
their way to his heart through his wife, no doubt in order to 
hasten the work. 

The following entries explain what I mean: "Paid in 
coach hire and water going to Dr. Renn with a present at 
the same time, 2s. 2d." 

The next item is, "Paid to Mr. Nel thorp goldsmith a paire 
of silver candlesticks and snuffers and case by order of the 
Overseers for a present to Dr. Renn'.s lady £20 10s." 

There is no entry in the Vestry Minute Book throwing 
any light upon this present. The overseers here mentioned 



were no doubt the Overseers of the Poor, who seem both from 
the Minute and Account Book to have been appointed a com- 
mittee of the vestry to superintend the repairing of the church 
and the affairs of the parish generally with very large powers. 

In December of the same year there was some impediment 
to the building which caused the Overseers to go to " my Lord 
of Canterburies and Dr. Renn, in respect of which visit they 
paid 5s." But obviously in order to facilitate the work, they 
went with an offering in their hands. They presented the 
" Bishop of Canterburie's secretary with wine which cost £1 
16s.," and they ** paid for 18 quart glasse bottles 7s. 6d." 

There are several other entries of attendances upon Dr. 
Wren. 

In the following year it was necessary to stop the work ; 
the stoppage cost the parish 7s. 5d, Also for visits to the 
Prerogative Court, the parish paid 14s. lOd, and for going 
several times to Sir Christopher Wren's, and coach hire and 
other charges, 7s. It will be observed that between 1673 and 
1674 Dr. Wren becomes Sir Christopher Wren. 

There are several other entries in the following years 
relating to the building of the church, including a payment 
in 1677 to a woman whose husband was hurt. 

In the same year is the following entry : " Paid and spent in 
attending Sir Christopher Wren about the several artificiers in 
order to finish the Church £2 10s. 6d,** and in the same year 
"spent about the peuing of the Church in all £2 14s. 2d,'* 
so that in 1677 the Church was nearly finished. 

The pewing cost more than £105 2s. Qd. Dr. Wren's charges 
came to £3 2s., and in 1679 there was received from the rate 
for the pulpit and ornaments £129 13s. 6d. and £2 5s. 

About the pulpit and altar-piece there is an interesting 
entry in the Minute Book in the year 1676. 

When these were being put up, the Rector, Dr. Woodruffe, 
proposed that he should at his own cost substitute cedar for 
oak, of which material the parish was going to make them. 
The pirish gladly accepted this offer, and so the matter rests 
on the minutes. 

It happened that when the Church of St. Bartholomew 
was destroyed in the circumstances mentioned in the Intro- 
duction, it was rebuilt, in Moor Lane, by Professor Cockerell, 
who was at that time architect to the Bank of England, and 
as far as possible the old materials were used. 

The church fittings were also removed there, so that the 
pulpit and altar-piece of St. Bartholomew by the Exchange 
may still be seen in Moor Lane. 

They are of oak, so that for some reason the parish was 
not able to, or at all events did not, avail themselves of the 
Rector's offer, 

I went to the church quite prepared to find the pulpit 
and altar-piece of cedar, and was disappointed. 

When the church was finished " the Sans Bell " was hung 
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again, the hanging of which cost £11 10s. The bell itself 
cost £15, and covering it with lead cost £1 17s. 6d, 

The use of this Bell was, I believe, to ring all in to 
service according to what was called the Good Custom of 
London. The bells were rung in this fashion : One bell was 
tolled half-an-hour before service for a quarter of an hour. 
Then the bells were chimed for ten minutes, and the Sanctus 
Bell rung "all in." This bell was not to be rung until 
the clergyman was ready. This practice of ringing is still 
in use at Londonderry, and indeed at the Irish cathedrals 
generally, where the old London practice is still preserved. 
At Londonderry the curfew is still ruiig at nine, and the 
morning bell at a quarter to six, as it used to be in London 
when I was a boy, and is still done at Cambridge. 

I do not know the precise date at which the Sanctus Bell 
of St. Bartholomew's lost its name and use. 

The price of rebuilding the church is not mentioned, but 
it appears that the parishioners themselves contributed very 
considerably. 

There are one or two entries about the repaired church 
which are interesting. The Capel Chapel was obviously not 
destroyed at the fire. It was repaired, and the parishioners 
determined to let it to a Mr. Comyrion for a school. The 
whole proceedings are detailed in the entries, and at last, in 
September 1691, the chapel was cleaned out, and there was 



spent at "the sinning the Memorandum and deliverin the 
posesion of the Chappell 6s. 6d" 

In the latter part of the book the entries relating to the 
foundlings are very precise. 

The following is one in November 1691 : — 

''Pd for necessaries for Mary Flott foundling as clouts bades 
shifts capes headbands Neach cloths beagins Westcot blankitt 
and baptizm 13«. Od.'* 

Older children had "shifts, caps, clouts, beads, stockings, 
shewes, and frocks, petticoats, bodes, coats, and upper coats." 
The cost of a set of these for two children was £2 8s. lOrf. 

The Minute Book of the parish which I published ends 
with the year 1675. 

The Account Book ends in 1698; and although I have 
a great objection to extracts upon principle, I have added as 
an appendix a few extracts from the next Minute Book. 

I do not pretend to have exhausted the subjects of interest 
in this book. I have chosen a few which appeared to me to 
illustrate it. The book is full of interest, and when read 
with the Minute Book is instructive also. I hope now to 
take in hand the register. 

I must now conclude this Introduction with my best thanks 
to my friend Mr. C. Trice Martin, Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries, and to his daughter, Miss Martin, for the assistance 
they have given me in preparing the volume for the press.

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otherwise have blue so greate as that not onelie the Church stock but 
also much other moneys being voluntarie Contribucions is thereby 
wholie expended And besides by reason of the sicknes and death of the
